It demonstrated afialn that thl.-i brllllnnt 
profcsalonnl soldier Is Indeed a statesmnn, 
whether he considers himself one or not, and 
a Etatcsman of high purpose, clear thinking 
and realistic horse sense. 

"It Is ciusy," General ELscnhower said, "to 
aay that the seed.i or war are found In each 
of us In our selfishness. ... It Is easy enough 
to make glittering generalities about the 
bles.slngs of peace and the stupidity and the 
(utility of war. We are living In n world ol 
harsh realities and one ot the-se Is acknowl- 
edged weakness within ourselves. The prob- 

■ !em must be solved In full understanding oI 
; these dllllcultlcs. The solution, therefore, 

must appeal to «eir-lntercst well as to 
' Idcallfim." 

The general then listed four needed steps 

■ toward world peace; 

U) A strong national defense lo tuinil our 
obligation to protect o-s well as to enjoy our 
free Institutions. 

(2) The obilgallon of pro-sperous nations to 
guide their economies so that fear ot starvii- 
tlon shall not exist in any country, 

(3) An agreement to combat the war- 
breeding emotions ol mutual .suspicion and 
Entagonlsm by accurate teaching of the his- 
tory ot all nations and races throughout the 
world. 

(4) Alert wutch fulness by the United Na- 
■ tlons organization for the appearance of a 
- power-hungry national leader like Hitler who 

might lead a people Into "the vlcloua doctrine 
Unit whatever they may seize and hold Is 
rightfully their own." 

All these suggcjtlons arc, of course, Inter- 
related. All are hard-headedly realistic. And 
each has its opponents among "realistic" 
Americans, In Washington and on Main 
street. 

To these reallsLs, a strong national defense 
Is extravagant, militaristic, and an Invitation 
lor attack. To them. In this day of trans- 
oceanic bombers, efforts toward mutual un- 
derstanding are a waste of time on "a bunch 
of foreigners," and a move. to suppress dic- 
tatorship anywhero a violation ol Ihn creed 
ot "minding our business and letting them 
mind theirs." 

The suggestion that we should try to elim- 
inate the fear of starvation anywhere brings 
shouts ot "do-gooders" and "a quart of milk 
for every Hottentot." 

Yet General Elsenhower, who Is not a do- 
goo*er but a soldier Interested In preserving 
peace, says: "No principal section ol the earth 
should become so habitually Impoverished 
that Its Inhabitants reach the starlc conclu- 
sion thnt no catastrophe — even war — could 
represent a worsening of the situation." 

With the help ot General Elsenhower and 
others like him, we may yet come to realize 
that narrowness and realism are not synon' 
ymous, and that in this modem world hu- 
manltarlanlsm and tolerance, like honesty, 
are not only moral obligations but the best 
practical policy.
